The American Indiah* has a culture all his ow 
and has produced semé realty artistic creations n¢ 
only in pottery and basket weav ng but in architec 
ture. Some interesting examples of this art are gi 
en in the current issue of .he National Republic b. 
M. W. Stirling, Chicf of the Bureau ‘of Americai 
Ethnology. Writ’ng under the title, “The Indian a 
an artist,” Mr. Stirling says, in part: 

“As a weaver the Indian has produced in ce: 
tain areas of America the finest basketry the worlc 
has known and jn other regions textile fabrics whicl 
will stand inspection beside the best which the O'« 
world-can offer. Basket making reaches its greates' 
advancement in a region where pot-erv is absent. ft 
+5 in central California that we find the highest de. 
velopment of the basket makers’ wrt. Two {undamen- 
tal techniques are employed in basket making, weav 
ing and coiling. In the former, innumerable variations 
_ are employed in intertwining Jie warp and weft ele-| 
ments, each method giving its characteristic effect. | 
The basket built up by the coiling process is subject 
to almost as many variat’ors. The coiling process in 
particular lends itself .o the application of exicrior | 
embellishments. The making of the basket is interest- | 
) ing:as an art; not only because of the great variety of | 

- complex; and tasteful techniques emp:syed in shap- | 
"ing and’ ornamentation. As a general rule ihe bass) 
ket is decorated either by skillful use of different’ 
colored materials which make up the clements or by 
means of applique or the addition of such embellish- 
ments as shells or feathers. The beautiful feather 
baskets of the Pomo Indiars of California are world, 
famous. The red crest of the woodpecker, sree 
feathers from mallard or teal ducks, qua’! plumes, arc | 
tastefully applied by the Califormia basket maker. 
Colorful pendants of abalone shell and beads are| 
added in many instances for further adornment. | 

“The skill of the Indian in weaving textile Fabel 
rics is well known. The finest examples of prehis- | 
toric textiles come from Peru where the art had reach-! 
ed a very high stage of development. It is ey
